THE SCENE AT RANDALL'S IBLAND,

At 11 o'clock the loud rlulng of o bell announced that
the sleambost was alongside, and all hastened
down to the water’'s elge and proceeded on
board the steamboit Independence, chartered for the
occasion by the Governors of the Almshouse, Dodworth's
Band having struek up a national alr, the steambont got
under way, and sailed up the Fast river as fur as Eighty-
&ixth street, where & pumber of the invited guests had
by a mistake gathered on the end of the pler. Here
about ons hundred and fifty persons were taken on board,
among whom were several ludies and clhildren. Leaviog
thin point of Manhattan island, the Loat without delay
ateered for Randall's leland, where the company were met
by tho Randall’s Islsnd boys, all dressed in uniform, who,
with Learty cheering, o display of handsome banners,
awd the musle of the fife and drum, welecomed the dis-
tinguished visiters to the happy homes provided for
them by the benevolenee of the good people of Gotham.

All hoving disembarked, the y marched to the

de ightful stening of the musle, along o well laid plank
road, to the nursery, which wans the first bullding on this
dalnnd they visited. Here were sssembled about one
hundred little children, varsing inage from three to six
wears, all neatly dreased, delighted with the musle of the
band in attendanee, and evidently bappy with their sita-
ation in life.

After examining the nursery and primary schools, the
boys Dbelonging to the island drew up in front of the
aasemblage, with their banners streaming in the wind,
and their little band playing favorite airs in ve ry creditu-
ble style.

SmvEoN DRAPER, one of the Ten Governors, thus ad-
dreased the boys ug soon s the music had veased —

Bove—We came here to-day along with the Legisla-
ture to show them the condition of poor (riendless boys
on this island, and how they are taken care of in the
great city of New York. 1am sure that you hnve gome-

thing to kay when such sn important and distinguished
body have come Lere Lo gee you to-day.

Joan Hvomes, one of the boys. about seven years of
age, then got up on & stool, and delivered the following
reply extempore, which made some of the rural mem-
bers open their eves.—

We aro happy to see you, gentlemen. We are grateful
that no distinguished a body of men as the Legialatore
of the State of New York are here to-duy honoring us
with their presence; and we should be ungraterul not to
weloome youon this oceasion, We feol gmtel‘ul for the
benefits conferred on us, so conducive to our wel-
fare, in the shape of institutions, founded as they
are by the bountr(‘:li liberality of the eity of New York.
Unca wo were &oor and friendless, but now, by
the agenoy of these institutlons, we are quite changed—
we are clothed and fed, snd comfortably provided for.
Once we were paupers and destitute: but now we are
the children of New York, and the Board of Ten Gover-
nors are our fathers, friends and relations. We are pro-
vided with good teackers, to prepare us for any situstion
which we may hereafter be called upon to fill in after life.
We are grateful for the gifts we have received. On our
right are the stars and siripes, and on the left a banner,
finoly made. These emblems of our eondition were pre-
senled to us by o noble body of firemen, Neptune Com-
pany, of Albany, Gentlewen, we shall not detain you
any longer, but bid you weleome to our island. Grateful
for the I:Imqingn which we enjoy. we conclude by mnying,
let ua give three hearty chieers for the Legislature of the
Empire State. (Loud ehevring.)

Rouerr H. Pruyy, the Speaker of the House of Repre

in your company 8 boy who may aspire to be Governor of
the State—yea, even the President of the United States—
aad it :uny{w possible that some of ou may yei be one
of the Ten Governors of this Institution. 1 -m not ray
anything more.

{ will teach you one thing. Whenever you have said all
;l-nl you bave had to sy, stop. (Loud cheering by the

This is & capacious edifice, five
bundred and seventy feet long by one hundred feet wide,
and, being built in Tnghly artistic style, was the subject
of grol'l.n miration. On cach end and In the centre are
cupolas constructed in the Oriental style of architecture,
from the {op of which a splendid view of New York and
the surrounding seenery is obtained.

VIBIT TO BLACEWELL'S TRLAND.

No building being loft uninspected on Randall’s Islund
the company re-embarked on board the steamboat and
took their departure for Blackwell's Island, passing by
Ward's [slaod on thelr way down the river.
